Two other 
bricudes were post«d at a distance as reserves. 
They took no part in the action. Gen. Ord 
was fired upon by the rebels from a piece of 
woods. Gen. McCall," soon atriving, took 
command, and after an hour's fight 
the rebels precipitately fled toward Fairfax. 
At nine o'clock our force reached camp, 
bringing, besides the spoils of battle, fifty 
wagon loads of forage.
